A franchise for a street line in this 


city was granted by Council last even- 
ing, subject to the approval of the 
qualified voters at special election to 
bo held Tuesday, November 10th. The 
company receiving this, franchise is 
made up of J. B. O'Sullivan, John 
Sunderland and Oscar J. Sm^th. 


The first business of the City Coun- 


cil upon convening last evening w,as 
a mandate to the Chief of Police to 
have the staircase in the alley be- 
tween the Bank of Nevada and the 
Diamond saloon removed Immediately 
and the alley cleaned of all, coal boxes 
and other obstructions. 


The matter of fire bonds was then 


taken up and while no definite conclu- 
sions were reached, it was the sense 
of the Council that the issue should 
be for ?2B,000. The bonds to run for 
twenty years and bear interest at the 
rate of nve per cent, redeemable at 
any time after five years at the option 
of the city. 


City Attorney Williams was in- 


structed to draw up a resolution wilth 
these points as the main feature. The 
resolution will be considered this even- 
Ing and probably reach a final passage. 


The matter of a street car line fran- 


chise was then taken up and the reso- 
lution thoroughly discussed and pass- 
ed, granting J. B. O'Sullivan, John 
Sunderland and Oscar J. i Smith the 
right to operate a street car line over 
the principal streets of the city. 


The full text of the resolution will 


be published m The Journal tomorrow 
morning.

another line. 


Meanwhile the fire had

such pioportions that it required two 
whole buckets of water to put it out. 
By this" time the department was in 
action and the embers were cooled 
off.

conveys. 


Engineer Barclay is making splendid 


progress with the work there despite 
the great difficulty he had in securing 
enough men. The laborers and skilled 
aitisans are constructing ^a 
round 


house that 
has 
both architectural 


beauty and the permanency of ages. 


"Work upon the shops has not yet 


begun and little will be done on them 
before spring. The shops will be GOO 
feet long and 150 feet wide 
There 


will be about five of these__ buildings 
in addition to smaller structures. 


From what can be learned, and the 


Southern Pacific company has never 
been famed, as a gossip, the shops will 
be largely constructive as well as for 
repair work and will employ probably 
1500 men. 


All the way out Fourth street and 


its continuation to the site of the shops 
building activities cue displayed on 
evpry hand. Whdle the structures for 
business and residence purposes on 
the new town tracts are very flimsy 
and apparently temporary, they will 
doubtless be succeeded by better build- 
ings. 


A number of handsome and comfoit- 


able homes are being built close to 
the city limits at the cast end. Now 
that it is very nearly a settled fact 
that there will be an electric street 
car line lunning through the suburbs 
by next summer, there will doubtless 
be a large number of builddng con- 
.trncts let within the next few days 
for dwellings along the car line. This 
in .a very few months, a year at least 
will result in a double row of resi- 
dences between thr> city and its pros- 
pective suburb

bors set out to search for the boy. 
What are believed to be his foot- 
prints were traced to the bank of the 
English Mill ditch. This is a body of 
watoi a couple of feet deep and flows 
in a strong current. 
It has already 


claimed several victims. 


Hany Gill closed down the head- 


gate and with a party of men set out 
to search the ditch. It was followed 
from the probable scene of the drown- 
ing to Fourth .stippt, but 110 trace 
of the child could be obtained. 


The party then went down to thfr 


English miill and began to search the- 
stream. At 1 o'clock no further news 
could be obtained. There is a waste 
flume running to UIP river and there- 
is a possibility that the body was car- 
ried through it, in which ca&e it may 
not be found for some time.

Kilpatnck from the Philippines, on boaid of -which there 
\vere three hunched living' 


In commenting' on this the New York World remarked 


how the throe bundled on deck above enjoyed, themslves, 
regardless of the fact that confined under the hatches 
below were an equal number of the brave fellows who had 
fought with thpm and died, ir the war of aggression in the 
lands so far awvy that are called our foreign possessions. 


Having lipaicl the stoiy, "W. A. Croffat of "Washington 


contilbuteJ these lines to the Chicago Chronicle 


She ui^ed her flag to the farewell gun 


In the shade of the mango trees, 


And turned her prow to the setting sun 


On the swell of the eastein seas, 


And faces paled as she westward drove 


In the night of the afterglow— 


Three h-mdred stalked the deck above 


Vn 1 three hundred dead below 


"Now 
lei1' be meiiy1" the captain said, 


"We laugh at the skipper's cuise— 


The living must live though the dead be dead,

bent upon Cominion cannot barken to the still, small voice 
of individual nii&ery. Men must di-e in the fulfillment of 
our 'manifest drstiny' and only the craven-stop; to .count 
the cost. But it is not the dead In the hatches of the Kil- 
patrick so much as the debauchery of the living on deck 
that arraig-.is Ihe iheory of conquest. Service in a right- 
eous cause bui'ds up character. 
Employment in the' 


game om spoils makes monsters of us all. 


"Presumably the living and the dead who came hack 


on the Kllpa-tick had fought shoulder to shoulder in. the 
tropical jungles. 
Had their motive been patriotism, had 


they been rliklng their hves In the defense of any tadition 
or sentiment or symbol there would have been no revelry 
on the deck ->f the transport as she ploughed her home- 
•ward way. But the army in the Philippines is an army of 
conquest. The soldiers have heard the command to kill 
without quarter, they've had the lust for plunder gratified, 
they're paid to slaughter. And when the day's work is 
done the sui-vlvors shout *Eat drink and be merry for to- 
morrow -we'll be dead.'; and they are not responsible—it's 
the system that has made them professional slayers that's 
at fault

"i realise <har protest against the colonial policy of the 


admlnistratioa at Washington falls, for the most part, 
now upon deaf ears. Though all the precedents of history 
are marshaled in a phalanx of solemn warning against this 
departure Crom the creed of our constitution as we are 
tritely told that destiny has ordained at thus and we were 
cowardl ywould we evade it. "But some day the national 
consciousness will be roused from, its tlood-drunken stu- 
por and we f-ili realize that the constitution is not suffi- 
ciently elastic to serve the functions of a. republic on one 
side of the Pacific and an Empire on the other, that Old 
Glory cannot be conjointly the emblem of liberty and ty- 
ranny. 


"In the meantime of our probation more transports will
